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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment of 1 1-06-02 has been considered. While the amended claims 
have overcome the rejection of "use claims" and improper multiple dependency, the amended 
claim 1 has not overcome the 102(b) rejection. Thus, the 1 12/2 nd paragraph is withdrawn herein 
while the 102(b) rejection is maintained. With claims 4 and 15 cancelled, amended claims 1-3, 
5-14, 16, and 17 remain for consideration along with new claims 18, and 19. 

Specification 

1. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains variables that do not 
belong to the chemical structures (e.g. R 3 , R 4 , and Q, etc.). Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being inherently anticipated by 
Myers et al. (WO 95/15758). The rejection is maintained for reasons stated previously, and for 
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the one herein. Applicant asserted Myers et. al. did not relate their compounds to the inhibition 
of angiogenesis. However, Myers' compounds can inhibit colony-stimulating- factor- 1 receptor 
kinase (or CSF-1R kinase), which is one of growth receptor kinases involving in cellular 
proliferation of cancer, tumor, angiogenesis, etc. Note, starting on page 17, Myers et. al. discuss 
pharmacological Test for their compounds, and reveal that their compounds can treat 
atherosclerosis — a condition that can be caused by angiogenesis. Then, on page 18, Meyers et. 
al. detail procedure for the inhibition of EGF receptor kinase. Thus, Myers et. al. inherently 
suggest the treatment of angiogenesis. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 13 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2, 3, 5-12, 14, and 17-19 are allowed. The teaching of Myers et. al. does not 
disclose species having a substituent on the quinazoline ring in combination with a heterocycle 
attached to a group equivalent to the instant variable Z.
